The 
House  is  completely  furnished  and  equipped,  and  has  its 
own  electric  light  plant.  The  gift  also  includes  2\  acres 
of  land,  including  a  well-stocked  garden.

Annual  Report,  1941. 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their  Twenty- 
ninth  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1941. 

During  the  year,  329  patients  were  admitted,  which  is 
an  increase  of  28  on  the  number  admitted  during  1940.  The 
average  stay  of  each  patient  was  14  days,  and  the  average 
number  resident  daily  in  the  Home  was  12.6. 

The  amount  collected  by  the  “  Friends  of  Cleeve  League  ” 
during  the  year  was  £53.  9s.  2d.  This  League  provides  the 
means  for  patients  to  help  the  Home  by  taking  a  collecting 
card  and  undertaking  to  collect  a  minimum  of  1/-  during 
each  year.  The  greater  number  of  patients  are  only  too  glad 
to  show  their  appreciation  of  the  Home  by  becoming  members 
of  the  League.  Since  its  inauguration  in  1934,  the  sum  of 
£227.  2s.  nd.  has  been  collected. 

The  total  Ordinary  Expenditure  during  the  year  was 
£ 2,081 .  ns.  6d.,  and  the  total  Ordinary  Income  was  £2,033. 
9s.  7d.,  which  shows  a  deficit  on  the  year's  working  of 
£48.  is.  nd. 

The  average  cost  per  patient  per  day  was  9/8.  The 
average  cost  per  inmate  per  day  for  food  only  was  1/2-2. 

The  amount  received  for  the  maintenance  of  patients 

during  the  year  was  £1,275.  9s.  9d. 

The  Committee  are  glad  to  report  a  most  successful  year’s 
work.  The  number  of  patients  received  was  a  record,  and’ 
the  Home  was  becoming  increasingly  popular  amongst  the 
patients.  In  these  difficult  and  trying  times,  they  appreciated 
fully  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  a  short  stay  in  such 
comfortable  and  attractive  surroundings,  with  every  care 
and  attention. 

The  New  Bathroom  and  Sanitary  Block  had  added  greatly 
to  the  efficient  working  of  the  Home. 

The  outside  painting  was  completed  during  the  year,  and 
the  Home  has  never  looked  better  than  it  did  at  the  present 
time. 
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The  Committee  were  greatly  indebted  to  the  Chairman 
for  his  very  generous  offer  to  give  a  Gas  Refrigerator  to  the 
Home.  Negotiations  had  been  proceeding  for  obtaining  the 
necessary  Licence,  though  considerable  difficulty  was  being 
experienced  in  this  direction. 

The  Committee  again  wish  to  express  their  thanks  to 
Miss  Currill  and  her  Staff  for  the  splendid  work  they  do  for 
the  Home. 

Mr.  Wellon  and  his  assistant  have  had  a  very  successful 
year  with  the  garden,  and  a  record  quantity  of  vegetables 
have  been  available  for  the  use  of  the  Home,  and  it  has  also 
been  possible  to  occasionally  send  a  hamper  to  the  Women’s 
Hospital. 

The  Committee  would  specially  like  to  thank  Dr.  Crawford 
and  Dr.  Murray  for  their  most  valuable  help  and  advice  in 
difficult  cases.  They  are  always  so  ready  to  do  all  they  can 
for  the  patients  at  the  Home. 

The  Committee  wish  to  thank  the  Women’s  Hospital 
League  for  the  splendid  donation  of  £100. 

The  rising  cost  in  the  maintenance  of  the  Home  has 
been  partly  met  by  an  increase  from  Patients’  Payments,  but 
tire  Committee  are  anxious  to  obtain  new  subscriptions  and 
they  urgently  appeal  to  all  friends  of  the  Home  to  help  them 
in  obtaining  new  subscribers.
